SCHOOL BOARD 


FOR THE 


Year ending: March |, 1888. 


IN Uke: 


Miss Nellie J. Mitchell, a teacher well known to you through previous- 
reports, taught the summer term with her usual good success. 

Fall term was taught by Miss Addie C. Currier. This term scholars: 
from other districts were allowed to attend, which increased the usual 
number about three times; still good order, system, and complete har- 
mony prevailed during the entire term, making it very successful. 


No. 2. , 

Summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Kate C. Allen. 
Miss Allen we believe to be one of our best teachers for thoroughness. 
and discipline. 

Fall term taught by Miss Belle E. Gunnison of Goshen. Hers was 
avery successful term, both in point of order and progress. She is- 
worthy of our commendation. 


No. 3. 


Mrs. Mary B. Pollard taught the summer term. We think Mrs. Pol-- 
lard among the first in point of order, and were well pleased with the 
examination. 

Miss Flora B. Baker taught the winter term. Thorough instruction 
was given. ‘Teacher and pupils worked together for the benefit of the: 
school, and it was a pleasant and profitable term. 

No. 4. 

Summer term taught by Miss Edith M. Bruce of Fitchburg, Mass. 
This was Miss Bruce’s first term. She was very good to instruct, and: 
some made fair progress, while others needed something more restrain~ 
ing than the power of love to insure the best of order. 
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Miss Kate C. Allen taught the winter term. It was hoped by your 
committee that Miss Allen, with her former experience, would be able 
to use the strong restraining hand so much needed in this school. Not 
that we advocate ruling a school by force, but a little wholesome fear 
is oftentimes an effectual incentive to duty. | 


No. 3d. 

Summer and winter terms taught by Miss Susie Bean. Both terms 
were eminently successful. Excellent order and commendable progress 
prevailed throughout. 

No. 6. 


Summer term taught by Miss Susie Bean. There was good order and 
commendable progress throughout the term. 

Fall term taught by Hester 8. Porter. This was Miss Porter’s first 
term but nevertheless a very successful one, with mutual love prevail- 
ing both for pupil and teacher.

Miss Addie C. Currier taught the summer and winter terms, with her 
‘usual good success. . 
No. 8. 

Summer and winter terms taught by Miss Jennie C. Jameson. Sum- 
mer term made fair progress. Winter term Miss Jameson was obliged 
to relinquish her work on account of sickness and closed the school the 
seventh week. 

No 9, 


Miss Kate Egan taught the summer term which was orderly, pleasant 
and profitable. 

Miss Mabel A. Wood of Acworth taught the fall term. Scholars from 
other districts were allowed to attend, and the register numbers thirty- 
eight scholars. The teacher labored hard for the progress of the 
school. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In examining the registers we find a much greater number of tardy- 
marks than appears necessary. One remarkable instance—three scho!+ 
ars of one family having against their names 106 tardy-marks in a term 
of eight weeks. We find, also, a remarkable instance of deportment— ' 
two terms, one of eight weeks and ten scholars, and one of ten weeks 
and fifteen scholars, all marked with the honor of perfect deportment, 
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We would say, if retrenchments should be made anywhere, let them 
not be made in the school. The money that is appropriated to provide 
good school-houses and support prosperous schools is like ‘‘the charity 
that is twice blest” for it increases the material wealth of the town. 

We would have our teachers call to mind that there is an obligation 
binding on them, and all other teachers, to improve their qualifications 
in the best possible manner. Every part of the teacher’s work should 
be reviewed. 

We feel assured that our teachers, generally, have communicated some 
moral instruction so far as it has respect to an example of upright 
integrity, and have sought opportunities to cultivate moral feelings, but 
how many, during their short term of service, have made any direct effort 
to impart such instruction? 

Our table shows a loss of nearly one-fifth on account of irregularity 
of attendance. For this same reason there is an equal loss to absentees 
and to the schools; so that the eighteen weeks’ schooling amounts to 
less than fifteen weeks. Our teachers alone cannot obviate this but with 
the co-operation of parents they can make the average attendance fifteen 
per cent. higher than it is. 

We would recommend a greater amount of encouragement for teach- 
ers and scholars by frequent visits from parents, also encouragement 
from the School Board by kind words and loving regard for teachers 
and scholars.
